G.S.R. 102.' — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article- 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class III posts in the Prime Minister’s Secretariat, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Prime 
Minister’s Secretariat (Class III posts) Recruitment Rules, 1970. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the poets specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3- Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number of posts, their 
classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 6 to 13 of the said Schedule: 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders Issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

5- Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for bo doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 
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8. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect t(| any class or 
category of persons/posts.

G.S.U. 104. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the 
Information Service of India posts in the Ministry of External Affairs, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of External Affairs Information Service of India Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication Jn the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application.' — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, the 
classification thereof and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4- Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — Subject to rule 5, the 

method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualification and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule 
aforesaid. 

5. Powers to hold posts In abeyance or to absorb them in the Indian Foreign 
Service Branch (A) or Branch CB) .— — ( 1 ) The Central Government may hold in 
abeyance any permanent or termporary post, included In the said Schedule. 

( 2 ) Any post in any grade included in the said Schedule may, at the discretion 
of the Central Government, be filled by appointment of an officer of the Indian 
Foreign Service Branch (A) or of the Indian Foreign Service Branch (B): 

Provided that the said discretion by the Central Government shall not be 
exercised to the prejudice of any officer in the Information Service 
of India who Is qualified for appointment to said post, 

8 . Disqualification, — No person, — (a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

Cb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, — shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons 
or of posts.

CENTRAL BOARD OF EXCISE AND CUSTOMS 

Customs 

New Delhi, the 23rd January 1971 

G.S.R. 114. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
146 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Board erf Excise and 
Customs hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Custom 
House Agents Licensing Regulations, 1965, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Custom House Agents Licensing 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Custom House Agents Licensing Regulations, 1965 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said regulations), in regulation 4, for the words “Assistant 
Collector of Customs”, the words “Collector of Customs” shall be substituted. 
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3. In regulation 6 of the said regulations — 

(a) in the opening paragraph, for the word “application”, the word 

“applicant' 1 shall be substituted; 

(b) for the words “Assistant Collector of Customs” occurring in both the 

places, the words “Collector of Customs” shall be substituted. 

4. In regulation 7 of the said regulations, for the words “Assistant Collector 
of Customs”, the words “Collector of Customs” shall be substituted. 

5. In regulation 8 of the said regulations, — 

(a) after the word “granted”, the word and figures “under regulation II" 

shall be inserted; 

(b) for the words “Assistant Collector of Customs”, the Morels “Collector 

of Customs” shall be substituted. 

6. In regulations 9 and 10 of the said regulations, for the wbrds “Assistant 
Collector of Customs" wherever they occur, the words “Collector of Customs’’ 
shall be substituted, 

7. For regulation H of the said regulations, the following regildation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“11 Grant of licence. — Where the application of an applicant is not rejected 
under regulation 10, the Collector of Customs shall grant the appli- 
cant a licence In Form ‘B’ on payment of a fee of Ha 50: 

Provided that the Collector of Customs may, having regard to the 
experience, knowledge and suitability of the applicant, permit him 
to act as a Custom House Agent for the clearance only of such 
imports or exports as may be specified in the licence.”. 

8 . In regulations 12 and 13 of the said regulations, for the wbrds “Assistant 
Collector of Customs” wherever they occur, the words “Collectqr of Customs” 
shall be substituted. 

9. For regulation 14 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“14. Grant of restricted licence .- — Where an applicant applies for a licence 
to do the business of clearing the goods of a particular importer or 
exporter or a number of importers or exporters having common 
ownership, control or management and the Collector I of Customs Is 
satisfied that the applicant is likely to give more efficient or econo- 
mical service, he may grant a restricted licence to sudh applicant on 
payment of a fee of Ea 50 for a specified period to a«ft as a Custom 
House Agent”. 

10. In regulation 16 of the said regulations, — 

(a) in clause (k). for the words “maintain accounts”, the wbrds "maintain 

records and account” shall be substituted; 

(b) in clause (n), for the words “Assistant Collector of |Customs”, the 

words "Collector of Customs" shall be substituted. 

11. In regulation 17 of the said regulations, for the words “Assistant Collector 
of Customs”", the words “Collector of Customs” shall be substituted, 

12. In regulation 18 of the said regulations, — 

(a) after the word “firm” wherever it occurs, including the marginal 

heading, the words “or concern” shall be inserted; 

(b) for the words “Assistant Collector of Customs” occurring in both the 

places, the words "Collector of Customs” shall be substituted; 

(c) the following Explanation shall be inserted at the end namely:— 
“Explanation . — In this regulation and in regulation 19, the expression 

“concern” does not include a company.”. 

13. For regulation 19 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“19. Change in constitution of a concern or firm . — Notwithstanding the 
provisions of regulations 18, — 

(a) where a licence granted or renewed under these [regulations In 
favour of a person ceases to be in force because of the death of 
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that person, his legal heir who has been employed as a clerk under 
regulation 23 may be granted a licence, if there i3 nothing adverse 
against him and if he is found suitable in all respects by the 
Collector of Customs; 


(b) where a licence granted or renewed under these regulations in 
favour of a firm ceases to be in force because of the death of a. 
partner and the partnership deed provides that the firm will conti- 
nue with the surviving partners, with or without the legal heir of 
the deceased who has been employed as a clerk under regulation 
23, a licence may be granted to such firm, if there is nothing 
adverse against the firm and its partners and if they are found suit- 
able in all respects by the Collector of Customs; 


(c) when a firm or concern to which a licence has been granted or 
renewed under these regulations requests change in the consti- 
tution thereof for taking as partner a person who haH been 
employed under regulation 23 os a clerk in the firm or concern 
for a period not less than five years immediately preceding the 
date of such request, such change may be approved by the Col- 
lector of Customs, if there Is nothing adverse against such person 
and if he is found suitable in all respects by the Collector of 
Customs.”. 


14. In regulation 21 of the said regulations, in sub-regulation (2), for the 
words “such books and papers shall be kept on file”, the words "records and 
accounts required to be maintained under these regulations shall he preserved” 
ihall be substituted. 


13, In regulation 24 of the said regulations, — 

(a) for the marginal heading, the following marginal heading shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“Suspension or revocation of licence”; 


(b) in sub-regulation (3), for the proviso, the following proviso shall be 
substituted, namely: — - 


“Provided that where — 

(a) an appeal is filed under section 128, or 

(b) an application for revision is made under section 130 or section 131, 
the period between the date of filing the appeal or making the 
application for revision, as the case may be, and the date of dis- 
posal of such appeal or revision shall be excluded in computing 
the said period of ninety days.”; 

(c) sub-regulation (4) shall be omitted. 

10. Regulation 28 of the said regulations shall be omitted. 

17. In the Forms appended to the said regulations, — 

(a) in Forms B, C and D, for the words "Assistant Collector of Customs” 
wherever they occur, the words “Collector of Customs” shall be 
substituted; 

(to) Form H shall be omitted.
